Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited in the form PTO-892 and not mentioned above 
disclose related temperature measurement devices and methods. 

Everest et al. (US 4420265 A) discloses two infrared temperature monitors, one 
being used to correct for sky temperature and including ambient temperature, using a 
summing resistor and summing junction 62. The ambient temperature sensor (resistor 
network) is in a common heat sink with thermopile 46. 

Pompei (US 5333784 A) discloses a model of core body temperature related to a 
sensed body skin temperature and ambient temperature. A correction amount is seen to 
decrease as the surface (skin) temperature approaches the core body temperature. 

Pompei et al. (US 4993419 A) discloses a temperature determining device and 
method (Fig. 8B) including a unit for correction, but Pompei does not determine 
temperature of an opposing member as claimed by Applicant.
